Alberta History 


For two centuries before Confeder- 
ation, the Mlwiscn's Yay Company 
‘had control of the vast territory of 
Western Canada, In 1869, an ar- 
rangement whereby the company re- 
linquished its charter to the Imper- 
jal Government and the great area 
was transferred to Canada, The 
company received three hundred 
thousand pounds, reservations a- 
round their trading posts and 
1-20 of the land in the fer tile areas, 

Te population then consisted of 
warring tribes of Indians of which 
the Blackfoot confederacy was the 
‘most important, the most warlike 
andthe most intractable. There 
were scattered settlements of half- 
breeds who lived’ by the chase and 
a few white traders and some heroic 
missionaries There was also an over. 
flow of bad men from Montana in- 
to Southern Alberta who repeated the 
exploits «which made Montana in- 
famous. As has always been the case 
much lawlessness accompanied these 
conditions,

suppress the ‘liquor traffié and to 
protect the lives and property of the 
early settlers, The record of their 
success in carrying out these objec- 
tives and in establishing law and order 
in the great lone land was admir- 
able and probably without parallel 
in the world’s history, They were 
mobilized and sent westward to pre- 
vent such tragedies as the gruesome 
massacre in the Cypress Hills and s0 
great was their success that the fam- 
ous Chief of Chiefs of tie Blackfoot 
confederacy said of them “They have 
protected us.as the feathers protect 
the birds from the frosts of winter.” 

In the north western states, the 
Indians seemed to regard the Amer- 
ican officers as their natural ene- 
mies. There was much bloodsized 
and many tragic clashes of which the 
Custer massacre was the most ter- 
rible,, The following incident is an 
exmple of the methods used by the 
Canadian police, 

In 1876,,.. some. 30600 American -In- 
dians- with tents’ and droves uf 
horses crossed over and settled at 
Wood Mountain, near Fort Walsh. 
This made a great problem for the 
men in scarlet and gold: On May 25, 
1877, Little Child a Salteaux chief 
came to Fort.Walsh and reported that 
his people then camping ‘with the 
Assiniboines under Chief Crow 
Dance desired to leave. Crow Dance 
refused permission and with 250 * of 
his warriors attacked the Salteaux, 
shooting 19 valuable dogs, eutting 
lodges, knocking down men and 
frightening women and children by 
firing off guns and giving war 
axlhoops, ; 

Crow Dance boasted that if th: 
police came t:ey would do the same 
to them. 

Inspector Walsh, with 15. can- 
stables and Dr. Kittson, whose ser- 
vices fhight be badly. needed, reavhed 
the camp at three o'clock on the 
morning after getting (tha report. 
With their guns ready, the handful 
of police rode swiftly into camp and 
before any shooting occurred, they 
tad Crow Dance, Rolling Thunder, 
Spider and The Man Who Bend The 
Wood under arrest. It was made 
clear to all that’ no one could inter- 
fere with others who wished to leave

chiefs were taken to Fort Walsh for 
trial. Some were imprisoned and

In reporting the incident, Com. 
Irvine said: “I cannot speak to highly 
of Inspector’s Walsh’s prompt con- 
duct. It is a matter of congratulation 
that 15 men can ride out into an 
‘enormous camp of Indians and take 
out as prisoners, 18 of their head men.

KNOBBY FRUIT LOAVES 


Vast Chemical 
Boom Predicted 
For Alberta 


WINNIPEG.—Vast “imminent’’ 
developments involving $80,- 
000,000 in Alberta's chemical 
industry were predicted by J. E. 
Oberholtzer, deputy minister of 
industries and labor for Alberta, 
in an address to the Canadian 
Chemical, conference at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba. 


“A number of current happenings” 
have combined to bring about the 
decisions of various companies to ex- 
tend chemical production in Alberta. 

“The discovery and rapid develop- 
ment of the Alberta oil field is the 
key item,” the deputy minister said. 

Some developments planned,, he 
said, were: . 

1, A development by the Canadian 
Salt company to produce approxi- 
mately 20 tons of chlorine a day and 
24 tons of caustic soda. 

2. The Celanese Corporation of 
America plans to install fhe Cana- 
dian Chemical company near Edmon- 
ton to produce cellulose acetate and 
various chemicals. 

“The possibilities are gteat,” Mr. 
Oberholtzer said. ‘In front of us 
we have petroleum refineries, two 
plants based on hydrocarbons, two on 
sulphur and one on salt, 

“We have fertilizers, synthetic 
fibres, caustic, chlorine and sulphur. 
We can envisage agricultural chemi- 
cals and pesticides, synethetic de- 
tergents, plastics and pharmaceuti- 
cals,” 

This expenditure, he predicted, 
will extend Alberta's building and 
construction boom, a population in- 
flux and increase, and in the future 
—a further change over from an ag- 
ricultural to an industrial area.

SASK. POULTRY. > 
HIT BY INCURABLE 
NEWCASTLE DISEASE 


SASKATOON, — Incurable New- 
castle disease has hit Saskatchewan 
poultry flocks for the first time, of- 
ficials of the poultry department and 
the virus laboratory at the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan said. 

Chicks imported from British Col- 
umbia this spring are believed to 
have brought the disease. 

British Columbia suffered a serious 
epidemic of the disease last year 
when tens of thousands of poultry 
were destroyed to stop its spread. 

Extent of the spread in Saskatche- 

wan is not yet known. Definitely 
diagnosed cases have been reported 
in only isolated areas, but other 
flocks have been quarantined while 
under suspicion. 
Dr. J. L. Millar of the University 
virus laboratory said the disease is 
highly contagious but sometimes 
takes 10 to 14 days to diagnose.

Rol] the pastry out on @ pas- 
try board which has a plece of san- 
vas cf waxed paper on top. Never 
ro]]_ the dough too much. A hot oven 
to bake the pastry in, of course, a 
necessity. If these directions are 
followed, anyong should have flaky, 
golden pastry. Mort fruit pi@ are 
very juicy and\need a tiickener to 
keep the juice from running over 
in the oven Either flour, corn starch 
or tapioca may be.used as thickeners 
For berry pies the usual proportions 
are 4 tablespoons of flour or 2 table- 
spoons of corn starch or 2% table-T 
spoons of tapioca -for each pie. Often 
the juices of these pies, even though 
thickened, tend to ‘bubble ‘over in 
the ‘oven.
